Second Ave. 
Extension Seen 
At Early Date 


Extension of Second Ave. over 
the Santa Fe right-of-way is a 
project being. scheduled by the 
city for actual realization within 
13: months. 

Final plans for the long-sought 
improvement have been given of- 
ficial approval by the state di- 
vision of highways and have re- 
ceived verbal approval of other 
agencies involved in the project. 


PUBLIC HEARING 


The plans are now in the en- 
gineering office of the Santa Fe 
for approval of changes previous- 
ly requested. When approved 
there, they will be filed with the 
Public, Utilities commission for 
action, A publi¢ hearing is to be 
held by the commission and fol- 
lowing this hearing, decision will 
be announced relative to the fate 
of the proposal. 

Elwin Alder, city manager, 
however, has been in close touch 
with representatives of the rail- 
way firm and the commission in 
preparation for the final accep- 
tance of the engineering propos- 
als. Possible objections from lo- 
cal residents against the opening 
of the avenue will be heard at 
the public hearing. 

COST IS $39,000 

Total cost of the thoroughfare’s 
extension from A to Stowell Sts. 
and the placing of automatic sig- 
nals and other safeguards is esti- 
mated at $39,000: This money has 
been “earmarked’’ by the Up- 
land city council from Upland’s 
share of the’ state gasoline tax 
funds. 

The proposed improvement, 
first sought more .than 30. years 
ago; was reactivated in Jan. 1955 
when representatives of the rail 
company and the public utilities 
commission came here at the 
request of Richard G. Manley, 
former city manager, and others. 
General approval to the proposed 
opening was expressed at that 
time. Since then, detailed con- 
struction plans have been sub- 
mitted, revised and finally ap- 
proved up to the point of sub- 
mitting the last of the suggested 
changes.

Receiving wide attention is the 
proposal to approve $8,035,000 in 
bonds for use in erecting addi- 
tional county buildings in this 
area as well as in San Bernardino 
and throughout the county, The 
first of a series of 10 branch 
buildings is scheduled to be erect- 
ed to serve residents in the west 
end of the county. Site of this 
building has not been selected, | 
although several locations within | 
Upland have been offered. 


Money from a_— county-wide 
sales tax will be used to pay off 
the bonded indebtedness if this 
approval is given by the voters. 


Eleven proposed county char- 
ter amendments are offered for 
approval. Among these are pro- 
posals to establish the following 
offices: administrative officer, 
county counsel, registrar of vot- 
ers and purchasing agent. These 
positions are already filled but 
under various presently estab- 
lished departments. 





Appointment of various offi- 
cials, who are now elected, are 
sought and the positions invol- 
ved are those of superintendent of 
schools, auditor, county clerk, 
tax collector, recorder, treasur- 
er, surveyor and coroner. The ap- 
pointments would be made by 
the county board of supervisors. 


An amendment for the filing of 
Tteports by county officers is of- 
fered and in another measure, 
the voters are asked to authorize 
the county auditor to make in- 
‘spections of the books of county 
and jucicial district officers. 


Payment of county employes 
every two weeks is proposed in 
another measure and a proposal 
seeks to establish that pay of 
elective officers shall not be in- 
creased or decreased during*their 
terms. 


Elected Friday were members 
of a new county board of educa- 
tion. It will be up to the voters 
June 5, however, to approve for- 
mation of the board. If this ap- 
proval is given, the board will 
then serve in the county in the

Ontario’s Average $10,000 


It is not a personal defeat for him. Rather, it is a defeat for 
‘those who were connected with him and their attempt to gain 
control of the Chaffey administration. It is also a defeat for 
‘those who have taken the leadership in opposing the recent 
bond elections. 

Voters in Upland and the foothill communities gave Dr. 
Kelber only 244 ballots. Yet, Ontario school district supported 

‘him with 615 votes. 

As was pointed out here last week - - the issue was clear 
cut between maintaining the high scholastic level at Chaffey 
or opening the way for a change. 

The answer has been given. 

One of the common fallacies expressed by Dr. Kelber’s 
group is that Chaffey administration “forced Fontana high 
school to leave the Chaffey district and now Upland and the 
foothill communities are being forced out by the admin- 
istration.” 

The fact is, the current local movement to withdraw from 
Chaffey stems from the attitude of Ontario civic leaders and 
residents themselves. This area wants to be exempt from 
Ontario’s domination over our educational system and other 
things. A Los Angeles newspaper account puts the issue very 
plainly when it says the local movement is the result “of the 

refusal of the people in Ontario to vote adequate funds for 
necessary educational facilities” : 
_ This statement should not be forgotten by anyone. It will 
» not be forgotten by residents in the foothill areas. 

On previous occasions, voters in this area have expresed 

their endorsement of the Chaffey educational system and 
: have supported the bond issues — only to lose out due to the 
» negative vote in Ontario. 

So, Friday's election is a real victory over the forces who 

are seeking to disrupt the Chaffey system.

- Cucamonga in Race to Keep 
Ontario From Annexing 


Cucamongg is in a race. 

At least, there is a fear among some Cucamonga residents 
that Ontario city will seek to nibble away at the Cucamonga 
area through annexation proceedings.

“to incorporate before Ontario gets any more of our prop- 
erty.” 

In a meeting Friday night. the incorporation committee was 
urged to act as rapidly as possible in getting petitions signed 
and to file a “Notice of Intention” in the courthouse at the

: Grove Ave. is the recognized boundary line between Cuca- 
monga and Upland — and as far as we are concerned it will 
remain the boundary. Excellent relationships prevail between 
Upland and Cucamonga - - and all the foothill residents to the 
east and north. 

That is the way it should be. We can sympathize with Cu- 
camonga. We wish them well in their proceedings. Cuca- 
mongans know some Ontario people and they may have 
good reason to speed up their defense. 

We hope Cucamonga wins. 


Euclid and Foothill Corners 
Should Be Used by City 


The southwest and the southeast corners of Euclid Ave. 
and Foothill Blvd. should be obtained by the community for 
use as small parks or as areas for distinctive beautification of 
the city. ; 

When there is an opportunity to excell, that opportunity 
should not be overlooked. Such is the case on one of the most 
beautiful and unique thoroughfares in Southern California. 

Already two comers of the famous intersection are either 
developed or scheduled for development. If the other two cor- 
ners are used commercially, it is very likely they will never 
again be.made available for the purposes of community beau- 
tification. 

In the light of what is happening today in population 
growth and what is forecast in the immediate years ahead, 
today's generation may be shortsighted if steps are not taken 
now to obtain these properties for public use. 

‘ One generation gave us Euclid Ave. Years later, far- 
sighted residents provided a site for what is now Upland Me- 
moriaql park. We have another opportunity today to provide 
something better for future citizens. 

Purchase of the southwest and the southeast corners of 
Euclid and Foothill in a long-range community improvement 
program would give generations to come, an even more beau- 
tiful city. If we fail to obtain these sites now, we will miss an 
opportunity that only is ours. No other city in the sauthland 
has such a unique setting as Euclid and Foothill. This setting 
can he enhanced in the future by community action new. 

Commercial developments will eventually come {to these 
comers unless public action is taken to save them for park sites 
or beauty spots. If business is not to be permitted at these cor- 
neys, then the city should obtain them.

Assured If 
"W" Approved 


How Proposition ‘“W’’ (for 
water) on the June 5 ballot will 
enable the people of Upland and 
all Southern California to fulfill 
one of their most vital needs, 
with no increase in taxation, was 
spelled out in an official state- 
ment by the Metropolitan Water 
District, released yesterday by 
A. C, Reynolds director of the 
District from Upland. 

“By voting ‘Yes’ on Propos!}- 
tion ‘W’ you will:enable the di- 
rectors of the Metropolitan Water 
District of Southern California, 
to issue short term notes to fi- 
nance much needed construction 
work on the Colorado river 
aqueduct and its distribution 
system, with no increase in tax- 
es,’’ Mr. Reynolds, stated. 

“This construction work is 
needed to bring: our. uet up: 
to its full planned delivery capa- 
city. The water is vitally needed 
for our homes, stores, and fac- 
tories. The work will be financed 
in part by the issuance of $50,- 
000,000 of these short term notes. 

“The: proposed short term not- 
es, which will run for not to ex- 
ceed 12 years, will be paid off 
with income received by the dis- 
trict as annexation charges 
which cities and other areas that 
joined the District since it was 
originally organized are paying 
the district,’’ Mr. Reynolds said.’’ 
There is about $170,000,000 in 
such annexation charges coming 
to the District in the next 30 
years. 

“This method of financing will 
make it unnecessary to call up- 
on the people of the District to 
vote a general obligation bond 
issue for this work. It is like us- 
ing the money you have in the 
bank instead of going out and 
borrowing more, The amount of:
